=__ ESTATES OF PARLIAMEN T preſently conveened by vertue ofthe laſt AR of the 
SAM laſt Parliament, holden by His Majeſtte and three Eſtates , in 17-0 3641. Taking to their conſideration the great 
prejudice and danger which may ariſe to the Armies raiſed and to be raiſed , for defence of Religion, Liberties , and 
Kingdomes. by reaſon of ſome,who lavinggone or ſhall go out withthe faids Armies, have run away,or may hereaf- 
ter run away trom their Companies and Cdours.For remedy whereof , It is ſtatute and ordained, that all thoſe both 
ot Horſe and Foot, who ſhall run away fwm their Companies and Colours, without a Paſle, ſhall be apprehended 
by the Colonels and Committees of War within ilk Shire and Diviſion, Captains of Parochines,or Magiſtrates with- 
RS in Burgh where rhey dwell,and others whom they ſhall appoint for that effe, where- ever they can be found,and {ent 
RAD Af again with all diligence to their Company ard Colours,upon the publick charge, which is to beadvanced by the Col- 
leors ofthe Exciſe, and allowed in their campts ; There to be puniſhed conform to the Articles of Military Diſci- 

pline : Or elſe that the Commartees of Warre.and Colonels within ilkShire, and Magiſtrates within Burgh ( it they think it expedient for the 
g00d of the Armies, and terrifying others trom running away 1n like manner ) decimare the | aids Fugitives, both Horſeand Foot , being appre- 
hended,and cauſe hang thetenth man of them,and eſcheat their goods ferthe ule of the P ublick : And if there be but one or more of them with- 
in genne, to cauſe hang one of them, albeit there be but one , and cauſe end the reſt of the ſaids Fugitives, Horſe and Foot, tothe Committee of 
Eſtates ar Edinburgh, upon the expences of the Publick, as is aforeſaid , to be ſent back to their Colours,in manner as the ſaid Commitree ſhall 
think fit. And becauſe the reſetting and entertaining of the ſaids Fugitves, imbolds and incourages them to keep themſelves ſtill lurking , and 
incourages others by their example to runaway 3 Therefore it 1s {taruteind ordained , that whoſoever ſhall keep , reſet, or entertaine the ſaids * 
Fugitives, Horſe or Foot, or ſhall have knowledge of thetr being withirtheir bounds, and {hall nor delate and deliverthem to the ſaid Commir- 
ree, Colonels of Shires, Captains of Parochines, or Magiſtrates within Jurgh, with all poſſible diligence; then the iaids Reſetters or Concealers, 


ſhall be repute 8: eſtimare as diſ-affefted,8& Enemies to Religion , thettCountrey, and the Cauſe preſently in hand , and fall be accordingly pu- 


niſhed by the Committee of Eſtates,or Committees and Colonels of Varre where they dwell,or Magiſtrates within Burgh , and ſhall belyable 
in the ſumme of five hundreth Merks for every Horſe-man , and onehundrerh pounds tor every Foot-gmanthey ſhall be tound to have reſer in 
manner forelaid : The 0::e halt whereof ſhall be imployed tor the uſe Ethe Publick, and the other half of the ſamine ſhall pertain to whatſoever 
Perſons thar ſhall delate the foreſaids Perſons, Reſerters , and Entertaners, and who ſhall qualifie rhe foreſaid Reſet and Entertainment , To 
whom the ſaids Eſtates promiſerh hereby to grant and diſpone, and by hir preſents grants and diipones the preſent right of the ſame. And ifthe 
Committees and Colonels of Warre within each Divifion,or any perl being thereupon, Capr2ins of Parochines,or Magiſtrates within Burgh, 
ſhall be negligent in taking order with the foreſaids Fugitives and Runawayes from their Colonrs , and with their Reſerters and Entertainers, or 
ſhall delay and be deficient in putting ofthis A to execution, after thforme and tenor thereof: itk Perſon of :the ſaids Committees of Warre, 
Colonels, and Captains of Parochines, and Magiſtrates within Burgh, hall pay the ſumme of five hundreth Merks , for ilk failzie , roties quoties ; 
the one halfof which Fyne ſhall pertain to the Publick, and the other alf thereof to the Perſons delaters. And alfoit is ſtature and ordained , 
that if it come to the knowledge of any Perſon, who have or (hall happn hereafterro our-reach Souldiers on Horſe or Foot, that theſe out-reach- 
ed by them are disbanded and fled from their Colours, the laids out-gtters of them ſhall be obliged to ſearch, ſeek, and apyprehend the ſatds Fu- 
gitives through their whole Bounds and Lands , within whatſoever Rroch or Burgh the ſaids out-putters dwells , and ſhall either apprehend 
and appreſentthem to the Committee and Colonels of the Shire , Cwtains of Parochines, or Magiſtrates within Burgh , that o10er may beta 
ken with them,conform to the tenour of this preſent AR.Orelle if th be without their own proper Lands, ro require the Heritor, Bailie,or Ot- 
ficer who hath charge of their affairs,to produce the Fugitives delatd by them to be within their Bounds, before the Commitree of the Shire : 
Or otherwiſeto afliſt the {aids out-purters, in ſearching and apprehenang the ſaids Fugitives, as they will be anſwerable-within the Bounds fore- 
faids. And if the ſaids our-putters and orhers , ſhall be negligent t«do their exa& diligence therein , rhe (aids out-putters ſhall be obliged to 
make up their number, by out putting of men in their places , ſufficzgtly provided in Arms, and others neceflaries , upon the (aids out-putters 
own expences, and the Fugitives themſelves to be ſearched , appreheicqkd , and puniſhed , as ſai! is. And itts ttatuceand orcained aiſo , that the 
Caprains of Parochines, who ſhall apprehend the ſaids Fugitives, or NÞiſtrates within Burgh, ſhall produce the faids Fugitives before the Com- 
mittee of Warre within their Bounds,at the next meeting of the {aids mmittee, under the pains to be puniſhed and cen{uredas Reſetters. And 
it1s ordained likewiſe, That the Magiſtrates of Burghs, within whoſe Zounds the faids Fugitives ſhall be apprehended , ſhall receive the {aids Fu- 
gitives from the ſaid Committee, to be keeped by them in firmance, un the charge of the Publick,to be advanced forth of rhe Excife,and with 
all diligence to be ſent to the Committee of Eſtates ar Edinburgh. Lileas it is ſtatute and ordained,that this preſent At ſhall be extended againſt 
all Reſerters ,Fugitives, Committees of Warre, Colonels, Captains, md Magiſtrates of Burgh, and others foreſaids , for any refer or negle& of 
the diſcharge of their duty reſpective above-written, in any time coming, afterthe publication of thir preſents , as well for Run-awayes and Fu- 
eitives, who haverun away in any time by-gone, from any ofthe Arnies levyed heretofore within this Kingdome tor this common Cauſe , as 
for theſe who ſhall be levyed and run away intime coming. And crdains this preſent Aro be printed. and a Copie thereof to be ſent to eve- 
ry Paroch Kirk, and every Committee of Warre, and every Burgh wthinilk Diviſion within this Kingdome , and thar it be read atilk Paroch 
Kirk , upon the firſt Sunday after the receipt hereof, and thereafter fixtonthe Kirk door , or wall, to becead by every Perſon , that none pretend 
ignorance, And farther, leſt the Fugitives that ſhall run away,as ſaidis, might be ſuffered to lurk ani elcape unpunithed : Tr is ſtatute and ordai- 
ned, Thatno ſtranger ſhall be received within any Pariſh or Shire , who ſhall not have a Paſſe fron lome Colonell , or a Teftimonia!l from the 
Miniſterand Seffion from whence they come, and who ſhall refer any ſach Perſon withour Pafſevr Teſtimonial, and ſhall nor delate them, ſhall 


incurre the puniſhment of Reſetters of Fugitives. And Ordains the Committee to be appoinr-d by the Eſtates.ro ſee the whole Heads and Ar- 
ticles ofthe Act foreſaid pur to a full execution.
